The liabilities are about $l->,000 
and it is hoped flint the assets will be 
sufficient to cover this amount, but it 
depends upon what can he realized 
from the property, stock and paper 
turned over to the assignee.

don was proprietor of an implement 
and hardware store 
and 
owned 
a 
hotel at ('rothersville. 
The a s s e ts a l­ 
so include a vacant lot, the hotel 
building and storeroom and an 80 
acre farm about two miles northeast 
o f the town. 
There are also a large j 
number of accounts and notes. 
Louisville and Indianapolis whole- , 
sale men aro the heaviest creditors , 
and som e of them, it is understood, 
have been pushing Mr. Beldon some j 
time on their amounts. 
He also had 
considerable money borrowed. Daniel 
Magi 11 is security for several th o u s ­ 
and dollars of borrowed money, but 
he is secured by m o rtg a g e s and paper 
turned over to him.

ment and closing of the store came as 
a surprise.

He stood

high and is popular in the community 
and the failure is generally regretted.

"0 on already been started requesting that 
the law be allowed to stand, and the 
league believes that if a m ajority of 
the names of the* voters of the state 
can he secured to’this paper, the leg­ 
islature will hesitate to repeal the law. 
If such a petition can be prepared the

It is the general opinion here that 
the coming legislature will repeal the 
law, however, in spite of the petitions 
which are proposed, as the democratic 
state platform provided for the city j 
and township as the unit instead of 
the comity.

It looks as 
if the dev il did not know w hat he w a s 
doing when he killed the Lord Jesns. 
for it is written iu n e b . ii, 12, tha t 
Jesus took a b ody oi flesh and b lood 
that through death H e might destroy 
him tha t had the power of death—that 
is, the de Al. 
We know that he tried 
to kill him at His b irth, 
and possib ly 
he tried to 
drown 
Him in that storm 
on the 
sea. Perhaps he thought that 
if he could kill Him b efore he reached 
the cross he would frustrate the whole 
plan of redemption. 
If that b e so and 
we can consider Gethsemane as the

Denver, Nov. 18.—Ralph Johnstone 
w'as killed by a drop of 800 feet in 
his runaway biplane at Overland park j 
at 4:20 yesterday afternoon. 
He tried 
to remove his helmet after he struck 
the earth, gave a few short gasps and 
expired. 
From the time he lost con­ 
trol of the machine until it struck the 


j earth it turned three complete somer­ 
saults. 
When the crowd saw the machine 
whirling downward there was a scat- I 
I tering and the space on which it fell 
was clear of people until the crash, 
j Then there was a rush to the spot 
where Johnstone’s crushed and bloody 
body 
lay. 
Police were first at his 
side and lifted the motor which bore 
him down. Then the crowd was driv­ 
en back and a stretcher secured to re- 
, move the body. 
Johnstone, who holds the world’s 
record for altitude, had been doing 
magnificent work in the air for two 
days. and previous to the accident had 
soared away from the park and taken 
a turn over Fort Logan, several miles 
distant, while Hoxsey and Brookins 
were 
maneuvering 
over 
the 
park. 
When the crowd saw him returning 
at an altitude of about 800 feet there 
was a great cheer. 
As he gracefully 
dipped his machine in response lie was 
again cheered, and he then began 
making a spiral descent to the starting 
ground in the park, and then it was 
noticed that his machine wobbled sev­ 
eral times. 
Suddenly the aeroplane 
swerved, darted toward the ground, 
and after turning three somersaults, 
struck the earth with terrific force. 
During the descent Johnstone could be 
seen clutching the levers about his 
seat, while the frightened spectators 
wondered if by some chance he could 
not right the machine and save him­ 
self from death. 
| 
Johnstone had trouble when he first 
started preparing to fly. 
His motor 
worked badly and after he got it so 
j that it promised to give no furthqy 
trouble, he found that his steering- 
gear was not in good trim, and he 
spent sorne time tinkering with it. 
Then he had more trouble with his 
motor and it was some time after 
Brookins and Hoxsey were amusing 
the crowds before he got into the air. 
but when once up his graceful evolu­ 
tions secured for him the major share 
of attention and admiration. 
The 
spectators who wanted thrills were 
gratified by the seemingly reckless 
work of Brookins and Hoxsey, hut the 
majority found the careful manage­ 
ment of his craft by Johnstone was 
less of a strain on the nerves, and he 
was given the lion’s share of the ap­ 
plause when in the air. Both legs, his 
neck and hack were broken, and the 
bones 
of 
his 
thighs 
were 
forced 
through his leather garments. 
When Johnstone left the home of 
his uncle in Kansas City last Sunday, 
A. M. Federman, his uncle, said: 
“ I 
suppose I’ll get a telegram one of 
these days to come after your re­ 
mains.”

replied 
Johnstone. 
"When I make a flight I have my 
plans well laid. 
Before I leave the 
ground I know exactly what I am go­ 
ing to do. 
Don’t worry about me be­ 
ing injured.”

John­ 
stone was thirty years old.

TIE P R E S E N T is oue nf the 
most interesting periods 
the history of lawn tennis 
Am erica for the reason that 
it is believed to mark the 
passing of the men who have 
for some years past held all 
the places of pre-eminence 
in the Yankee tennis world 
and the advent of a coterio 
of younger players— compar 
ative newcomers in the game— who wHl#t>e 
the champion* of tomorrow'. 
W hen W illiam 
A Larned Ip the annna! tournament at N e w ­ 
port this autumn won, for the sixth time, 
the coveted title of champion of Am erica 
tfcr prediction was made by his friends that 
Jt would be his last 
defense of the 
post 
of honor he has suc­ 
cessfully held against 
all comers for more 
than 
half 
a decade. 
If Larned does decide 
next 
year 
voluntar 
fly to hand over the 
championship to 
the 
man who in the pre­ 
lim inary 
c o n t e s t s 
wins 
the 
right 
to 
challenge him, he will 
but 
be 
following 
in 
the footsteps of one 
or two of his famous 
predecessors who re­ 
tired 
unbeaten 
after 
attaining the highest 
position in the game 
That 
Larned 
should 
think of retiring is by 
no means strange. In 
deed, the" wonder is 
that he has been able 
to 
defend 
his 
title 
successfully 
against 
the young blood that 
has appeared in 
the 
g a m e , f o r , be i t 
known, 
the 
redoubt­ 
able Larned is more 
than 
forty years of 
age 
and 
has 
been 
playing tennis steadily 
^ more than twenty years. 


That Larned at the age 
of two score years is yet 
Am erica’s best player, and 
Quite 
possibly 
the 
best 
player in the world, is the 
m ere 
notable 
when it 
is 
taken 
into 
consideration 
that tennis, for all that it 
.■“ looks easy" to the uniniti­ 
ated, is in literal truth one 
o f the 
most s t r e n u o u s 
frames in the whole cate­ 
gory of 
outdoor 
athletics. 
Moreover, it is an all-around 
game. 
Not only does it call 
Into play every muscle In 
the body to an extent un­ 
equaled by any other exer 
else, unless It be rowing 
but it requires the nimblest 


, ™ rk 
» successful racketer a player 
must think quickly as well as act quickly. 


Another veteran Am erican player who stands 
behind learned in skill and who ranks with him 
as affording evidence that youth is not the requi­ 
site in tennis that it is In some other sports is 
Beals W right, former national champion. As long 
ago as 1901 W right had the national champion­ 
ship almost in bis grasp and in 1905 he captured 
the coveted title. 
Latterly 
he 
has 
been 
in 
a 
sense eclipsed by Larned, but Is yet a splendid 
and spectacular player. 
Only a few months ago 
W righ t went abroad and worsted all the best 
players of Europe and G reat Britain, only meet­ 
ing defeat at the hands of A. F. Wilding, the Aus 
traiian player, and that in a contest that cannot 
be regarded as whoffy conclusive. 


For ail the splendid achievements, however, 
of the older tennis players experts who are yet 
very much in the game, there is ample evidence 
that the time is almost at hand when they must 
st**p aside for the group of younger men who 
have b e e n forging ahead of late in a most deter 
mined 
manner. 
Oddly 
enough, almost 
all 
of 
these new stars of the tennis firmament are west­ 
erners. 
V ery much in the public eye Just at pres­ 
ent is Bundy, the w hirlw ind player from C ali­ 
fornia, who this year defeated “ all comers” and 
only met his Waterloo when he faced Larned. 
Even at that the outcome might have been dif­ 
ferent had the lad from the Golden Gate state not 
been exhausted by a long series of contests. 


Even more interesting is the future of M aurice 
E 
M cLaughlin, the “ boy wonder” from C alifor­ 
nia, whom Larned has lately taken up as his pro 
tege and upon whose shoulders It is rumored he 
proposes to let fall the mantle of the champion. 
M cLaughlin, who is yet In his teens, is a dash­ 
ing 
player, with terrific 
strength 
behind 
his 
strokes and with a deadly “ serve” that is calcu­ 
lated bo disconcert any player In the world. 
It 
Is now the hope of all Am erican tennis enthusi­ 
asts that learned, W righ t and 
M cLaughlin can 
be induced to form a team that will go to Aus­ 
tralia and attempt to recover the Davis cup— the 
great 
international 
blue ribbon trophy of the 
t«nnis worid— which was won by Australian play­ 
ers some years ago and which neither Am erican 
nor English players have ever been able to wrest 
from their grasp. 


The game of lawn tennis resembles in so m e 
respects the ancient game of tennis, winch In its 
earliest form seems to have been played in the 
open air. 
The modem sport seems to have origi 
rated almost simultaneously in the United States 
and England. 
M ajor W ingfield reduced It to a 
d efinite form In England in the year 1874, giving 
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it 
the 
hopelessly 
classical 
name of “ Sphairistlke." U n ­ 
der the auspices of the Ma- 
rylebone club rules were for­ 
mulated 
the following year 
for what was then definitely 
known as tennis. 
The "hour 
glass" 
court 
was 
retained, 
with the net five feet 
high 
at the ]x>sts and 
four 
feet 
in the center, and the serv­ 
ice lines 25 feet from 
the 
net. 
The ball used was cov­ 
ered, 
weighed 
1 % 
ounces 
and was 21-» inches in diam ­ 
eter. 
The earliest form of 
tennis was replaced in 1870 
by a rectangular court, 
In 
1879. 
when 
volleying 
was introduced by the Renshaw* brothers, the 
service line 
was brought one foot nearer the 
center and 
the height of the lint* was raised 
again to three feet six inches, m aking the ad­ 
vantages of the different styles of play more 


equal. 
Eigh t years later the English National Law n 
Tennis association was formed. 
E v e r since then 
it has been the governing body for England and 
the surrounding countries, in which the game 
has since spread. 
The courts of all countries 
have the same dimensions. 
The following is the 
official description of the Am erican court: 
The 
court 
ia 78 feet long 
and 27 feet wide. 
It is d i­ 
vided 
across the middle by a net, the ends of 
which are attached to two posts, standing three 
feet outside of the court on either side. 
The 
height of the net is three feet six inches at the 
post and three feet in the m iddle half way be­ 
tween the side lines and 
parallel with them is 
drawn the court line, dividing the space on each 
side of the net into two equal parts, the right 
and left courts. 
On each side of the net, at a 
distance of 21 feet from it are drawn the service 
lines. 
Tw o kinds of game are played, "singles” 
and "doubles," two partners on each side. 
The 
choice of sides of the court and the right to 
serve first are decided bv the toss of a coin. 
The 
players stand on opposite sides of the net, the 
player who first delivers the hall being called th<* 
server and the other the striker out. 
At the end 
of the first game the striker-out becomes 
the 
server, and so on alternately. 
The server deliv­ 
ers the ball, or service, from the right to the 
left courts. 
It must drop between the service 
line, half court line and side line of the court, 
diagonally 
opposite 
to 
that 
which 
is 
being 
served 


The systmii of scoring is framed on a basis 
of 15 for eami stroke won; but the third stroke 
is called 40 instead of 45. 
if both players win 
three strokes, the score is called "deuce” instead 
of “ forty a l l ” 
The winner of the next stroke 
scores '"advantage,” and if he also scores the fol­ 
lowing stroke, he wins the game, 
if the stroke 
falls to the op posite side the score goes back to 
deuce.” 
Sim ilarly the player who first scores 
six games wins the set, unless both should nave 
won five, when a player must win two consecu­ 
tive games to score the set. 
If ho falls to do this 
the score is once more called "gam es all,“ and 
the same conditions prevail at every set. 
The 
players change sides at the end of every set. 


All championship 
matches 
have 
since 
188£ 
been determined by the w'inning of three sets cut 
of five; 
but since 1897 the EngllBh system o! 
handicapping occasion ally has been employed, but 


without the use of dif­ 
ferential tables.

It is not alw ays practicable to depend upon 
a neighbor at table to assist in getting away with 
a large dinner, and in order to Insure the final 
consumption of the allotted portion visiting Ind i­ 
ans call upon these professional eaters, whose 
duty it is to sit beside them through a meal and 
eat what the guest eats. 
The professional eaters are never looked upon 
in the light of guests but more as traveling com 
panion» with a particular duty to perform. 
These eaters receive from $1 to $2 and even 
$2 for each meal where they assist. 
It is stated 
that one of the professional eaters was knowm 
to have disposed of some seven pounds of beef 
at a sitting.— N ew York Herald.

Many Methods May Be fcmployecf, and 
W ith Care They W ill Appear 
Like New. 


Messaiine ribbons and ibose of taf­ 
feta can be washed in gasoline 
and 
cornraeai mixed, if but slightly soil­ 
ed. 
Velvet can be cleaned in the 
same wav. 
Certain ribbons can stand washing 
In soap and water. 
Experim ent first 
with a small end. 
Take a thick snd» 
of white soap and rinse through sev­ 
eral soapy waters and a final clear, 
cool water. 
Press out most of the 
moisture between cloths and dry on 
a crock or press between linen cloths 
while still damp. 
W here it is proved that ribbon wilt 
not 
wash without 
stiffening 
rinse 
through gasoline or benzine several 
times, then wipe dry with a piece of 
flannel and stretch until dry. 
Ribbon 
belting 
can 
be stretched 
tight on a board or the edge of 
a 
stationary wasbstand 
and 
scrubbed 
with a clean 
nail 
brush and 
thick 
white 
suds. 
Keep 
stretched 
until 
dry. 
Ribbons with picot edges must 
be 
carefully 
pinned into place through 
each loop if it is to look fresh when 
finished. 
Gauze ribbons rarely stand 
washing, but w ith care can be fresh­
